WASUINOTON, July 23.—The Pres- 


ident and Cabinet root again iu special 
session thia morning to discuss the ad- 
vices which had been received since 
last night from all parts of tho country. 
It was proposed in the session last 
night to declare martial law in Statot 
whoro tho insurrection was most forin^ 
idable, which would givo the military 
foreos of (he government tFio power to 
arrest tho riaters without tho interven- 
tion of the oivil authorities. This was 
for a moment earnestly fuvorod, but 
when, it was found that it would neces- 
sarily involve tho trial of tho same by 
Courts-martial, it was abandoned. At 
tho meeting to-day it was suggested that 
a suspension of writ ot habeas corpus 
would serve tho purpose of making 
arrests by tho military, and secure tht 
trial of the parties by the oivil courts, 
but it was not deemed advisable to re- 
sort at present to that oourse. Tho 
dispatches during the day were some- 
what reassuring. 
It was deemed best 


to-day to provide extraordinary acts for 
greater emergencies. Ii the riots con- 
tinue to become more formidable, tbfl 
suspension of the writ of habeas corpus 
and call upon States will be promptly 
considered, and probably ordered. 


The hope of tho President and Cabi- 


net ii that the State and municipal au- 
thorities will be able to control the sit- 
uation, and that wish u confirmed bj 
the latest dispatches to night, received 
by the war department, Some of the 
railroad companies have made extraor- 
dinary demaads upon the government, 
including the protection of their tntiro 
tinea, but, oven it expedient, it has keon 
found impossible, owing to a want of 
troops to comply with the dtmandi. 
Under the proclamations of the Prcsb 
dent concerning Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and West Virginia, the 
regular 


troops are concentrated at important 
points, and directed to promptly aid the 
State and local authorities in dispersing 
all unlawful assemblages. There has 
been less excitement in Washington 
than on ycaterday. Passenger trains on 
both roads, north and west, have been 
running on sokedulo time, 
If thert 


were any proapeot of trouble, it could 
bo promptly suppressed by the regular 
troops and marines now hero.

terrible scenes which had been enacted 
during Sunday.

About 10 o'clock the mayor received 


a dispatch from the burgess of Eliza- 
bethborough, stating that 700 armed 
miners had loft that placo, with the 
avowed intention of joining tho rioters, 
This newa for a time created a panic, 
but a largo force of citizens was organ- 
ized and marched to tho wharf, headed 
by Mayor McCarthy, to meat l,ho boat 
ou which they wore coming. When 
tho boat arrived it was anchored out in 
tha middle of the liver, and the mayor 
and Geu, Ncgloy boarded tho boat and 
interviewed the men. 
They wore 


found not to be armed, and stated that 
they had no intention whatever ol 
joining the rioters, hut had come to 
offer their services to protect mtizi>n> 
and piivate property. 


lip to noon 110 further uctN of vio- 


lence had beuti committed, but the 
work of organising for do'enso is pro- 
gressing vigorously, and it is hoped 
the worst in now over.

regarding a probable renewal of hostil- 
ities induced the proprietors of mers 
oantilt and other establishments to sus- 
pend business, and some even organized 
their employes into companies and tens 
dered their services to the mayor to aid 
in restoring order. • Gen. Jos, Brown, 
of the 19th Kegiment,»lao tendered tho 
services of his command in the aup> 
prossion of threatened disorder, whioh 
was promptly accepted by tht mayor. 
In a abort time tho tramp of organized 
bodies resounded along Fifth Arenue, 
and tho boating of drums and the mov- 
ing of citizen soldiery through the 
streets recalled war times.

Flttaburg, July 28.— The city la quiet

SCARLATINA. 


EDITORS RBMJIILICAN: — Wliile no 


vory urious epidemic of scarlatina in at 
present prevailing In this city, tho fact 
that it was last winter, and is still in e.x- 
Htcnco among us during tho summer, 
ught to lead us to take all possible pre- 
cautions to prevent its propagation, that 
t may bo eradicated before next winter 
f possible. This is a disease of whose 
'ontngiouauoss tho laity never soem to 


concerned, no matter how sod an ex- 


>erlenco they may have passed through, 
ivon when they do admit it to bo a con- 
aglous disease, it is in such a loose and 
ndittorent manner that it never incites 
hem to acts looking to tho protection 
it their children. It is not my Intcn- 
ion to excite alarm, or at leaat only to 
list degree which may make every 
'athor and mother, baring children who 
lave never bad this disease, in Ibis city, 
oaa Indifferent about their exposure to 
his contagion. 
I know how careless 


and unscientific the medical adviser too 
often speakn 'upon Ibis subject to his 
'amlliea, infovming thorn there Is no 
[auger after the period of desquamatim 
a over, and tho patient about iigaln. It 
jannot, however, bo too forcibly im- 
proaRcd upon any community that such 
advice, when given, Is fraught with 


rent danger. There In nothing to aa- 
juro ono that chililrcu who are conva- 
eacont, or entirely well, may not for 
onie time uflor communicate tlio dis- 
ease to others. 
Mothers having little 


ones ut home never having had this din- 
sane, 11 oin a mistaken sense of duly go 
wlicrtiUiodiscu.se is, and cuiry it home 
o those they love. They mil) do noth- 
ug to atmuago the ating of death when 
:bif fell destroyer has invaded a family, 
und why should they through a mere 
sentiment expose themselves unnecoa- 
aaiily tn such an atlllctlon * Casoa have 
evon boon quite well authenticated 
where tho disease bus boon communica- 
ted by letter, and Dr. Johnson, professor 
n King's College, London, in comment- 
ng upon ihe culpable uogllgonco and 
gnantnco, which he says la really the 
ciiuso ol! the spread of Scarlatina, relates 
ihe following caao which well iiluiliutes 
.he violence and longevity of tho con- 
tagious virus of this disease; " A child 
was on a visit to a friend lu tho country, 
and died of Bcarlalina. 
More than a 


four ufterwardi another child came to 
he same house, took Scarlatina and 
died. In seeking for a source of Infec- 
tion it was ascertained that a doll which 
had boon nursed by tho first child in her 
llness, und which hud boon put by in a 
Irawer, had been tukvn out und given to 
the second child to play with sonic days 
jefore uho became ill, Tho suspicion 
sec mud confirmed by the fuel, lhat in 
tho interval between the deuths of the 
two children, uome older children who 
liad visited Ihe house und had not 
touched the doll, romiiinod well." Fu- 
uortils are also a fearful means of spread- 
ng this disease, and it is the .opinion ot 
muuy of tho moat eminent of the pro- 
fession, thut,public gatherings under 
such circumstances should be prohibit 
ed. Thero is almost us much reason for 
plucnrdiug every house containing such 
CDHCH as when they have amall-pox, and 
lately it was done in C'ulcngo. Many 
uio of the opinion that the 'proper uaui- 
tary and disinfectant measures, if en 
forced in every case and house whore 
tho disoaao made Us appearance, would 
materially, if not altogether arrest the 
spread of the dlseaxe In any given epi 
demic.
